T he hem lock is their pas­ 
ture, and th ey m ake bc'aten paths g o ­ 
ing to and fro b etw een the tree and 
their home.

porcupine clim bs 
the tree as readily as a.squirrel would, 
provided you don’t slip up and cut 
his tail off w hile he is g« )ing up. 
Som ehow or other he can't c-lfinb a 
tree w ith o u t a tail, nor w ill he come 
down w ith ou t it. 
If you catch one of these porcupines 
clim bing a tree and chop off his tail 
close he w ill stop rig ht w here lui is, 
and w ill stay there until he starves to 
death, unless he is taken aw ay.
